CITY COUNCIL INCREASES FEE 
ON SALE OF SOFT DRINKS 



W. C. T. U. Women Present Petition 
to City Fathers Asking Raise 
and Council Votes 5 to 1 



A bombshell was thrown into the 
ranks of the proprietors of soft drink 
stands in Stanford at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Stanford 
City Council Thursday night when 
the annual license on such places 
was raised from $200 to $1,200. A 
numerously signed petition was pre- 
sented to the Council asking for its 
increase, the petition statin? that 
the additional sum sought to be rais- 
ed was needed for the expanses of 
the city. This was stated in the peti- 
tion, it is understood, to come with- 
in the provisions of the law on the 
subject as recently interpreted by 
the Court of Appeals, though, of 
course, the real object behind the 
movement was to make the license 
so high that no one will be able to 
pay it and the "hop joints" will have 
to "go out of business. Ladies of the 
local chapter of the W. C. T. U. cir- 
culated the petitions Thursday and 
presented them to the council that 
night. Five of the six councilmen 
voted for the increase, Councilmen 
Rupley, W. B. Hill, Harry Hill, 
Reinhart and O'Bannon. Councilman 
Will Hocker voted against the raise. 
The new ordinance was offered by 
W. B. Hill and seconded by Dr. O'Ban- 
non. 

Under the interpretation of City 
Attorney T. J. Hill and other lawyers, 
the increase in license does not ap- 
ply to the license of the soft drink 
stand proprietors now in effect, but 
will become effective when their an- 
nual licenses expire. The council 
granted Mat Martin a renewal of his 
license for another year a few weeks 
ago; the license of J. C. Lynn ex- 
pires Jan. 1st next, while that of 
John Hayden, colored, expires in 
October. The increased license applies 
to air malt drinks, such as Near- 
Beer, Malt-Mead, hops and any drink 
of the sort such as is usually sold in 
dry territory. 

The council authorized Chief of 
Police Carter to have a special po- 
liceman appointed for county court 
day to be stationed on Church street 
re the "horse jockeys" congre- 
on court days and sometimes be- 
quite boisterous in their trad- 
ing operations. The rest of the busi- 
ness before the City Fathers was 
merely of a routine nature.

When he was Secretary of State, 
Mr. Bryan wrote a letter to the Re- 
ceiver of Customs at Santo Domingo 
inquiring as to what positions could 
be obtained for "deserving demo- 
crats." Candidate Hughes quoted 
this letter in his speeches declaring 
it shameful, and the Commoner 
comes back at him like a thousand of 
brick. He says that he enforced the 
civil service law to the letter with 
the employees of the State Depart- 
ment wherever it was in force, but 
he felt free to reward deserving 
Democrats whenever it could be done 
without detriment to the service. 
Then after declaring that Mf. Hughes 
has shown himself prompt in "dis- 
charging obligations" he hands it to 
him thus:

(From Woman's Club Daily L J. 

The club movement as America 
knows it might be called a "war 
baby," for it was born in these soul- 
stirring, reconstructive days just fol- 
lowing the civil war. Here as the war 
is now doing in Europe, woman's 
energies were freed by the emergen- 
cies that followed the loss of life and 
property. During and after the war 
women found themselves called upon 
to do things they had never done be- 
fore, and to fill places from which 
they had been excluded. 

What has distinguished the wo- 
man's club from the man's club from 
the beginning has been the fact that 
men s clubs were begun as a banding 
together for social or economic rea- 
sons. The woman's club became at 
once a center of purely altruistic and 
democratic activity. It is a c-uriou? 
fret, conceded by all historians of 
the club movement, thr.t it had no 
leaders. It blossomed into being 
here, there and everywhere at once, 
and without well defined leader- 
ship. Altho leadership is not, even 
to this day, accentuated, the Feder- 
ation has undeniably developed some 
irreat leaders of women during its 
existence. And what are their ends? 
What are they about, these great 
groups that fuse into this one great- 
er group, the General Federation? 
Take their year books and watch 
their programs, and you will find 
they schedule industrial and social 
work, literary work, legislative work, 
educational work, work for public 
health and work for the conservation 
of forests and coal beds. You will 
find that they fight against child 
labor and they fight for public play 
grounds. They carry on pure food 
campaigns and trey concern them- 
selves about school improvement and 
urge better school curriculums. Ev- 
ery year their methods grow more 
efficient. Every year they learn how 
better to bring tc bear the pressure 
needed to secure the coveted re- 
forms. Not all women have ever 
united for or against any issue, but 
nine thousand individual clubs and 
eleven national organizations contri- 
bute to the federation's membership 
lists and the lists are growing. Nev- 
er before in the history of club work 
has there been the widespread and 
deep down appreciation of the 
strength in unity that there is to- 
day among club women. We have 
become so accustomed to these civic 
and social activities of club women 
that we are not as appreciative of 
the great work they are doing as we 
should be, neither are we apprecia- 
tive of the fact that the General Fed- 
eration is strictly American. You will 
not find its counterpart in any Europ- 
ean country. There are women's clubs 
of course, in every country, but our 
country stands alone in the unifica- 
tion of a vast body of women for the 
purpose of inspiring "a higher type 
of citizenship, a better public spirit 
and a more alert social conscious- 
I ness." When we know that there 
! are nearly three million club women 
I in America we cannot close without 
asking the question. "What would 
happen if all of the women in this 
country would get together on an is- 
sue of large concern?"

Party Has Redeemed Promises. 

So things stood when the Democratic 
party came into power. How do they 
stand now? Alike in the domestic field 
and In the wide field of the commerce 
of the world, American business and 
life and industry have been set free 
to move as they never moved before. 

The tariff has been revised, not on 
the principle of repelling foreign trade, 
but upon the principle of encouraging 
it, upon something like a footing of 
equality with our own in respect of 
the terms of competition, and a tariff 
board has been created whose function 
it will be to keep the relations of 
American with foreign business and 
industry under constant observation, 
for the guidance alike of our business 
men and of our congress. American 
energies are now directed toward the 
markets of the world. 

The laws against trusts have been 
clarified by definition, with a view to 
making it plain that they were not 
directed against big business, but only 
against unfair business and the pre- 
tense of competition where there was 
none, and a trade commission has been 
created with powers of guidance and 
accommodation which have relieved 
business men of unfounded fears and 
set them upon the road of hopeful aud 
confident enterprise. 

By the federal reserve act the sup- 
ply of currency at the disposal of ac- 
tive business has been rendered elas- 
tic, taking its volume not from a fix- 
ed body of investment securities, but 
from the liquid assets of daily trade, 
and these assets are assessed and ac- 
cepted not by distant groups of bank 
ers in control of unavailable reserves, 
but by bankers at the many centers 
of local exchange who are in touch 
with local conditions everywhere. 

Effective measures have been taken 
for the re-creation of an American mer- 
chant marine and the revival of the 
American carrying trade indispensable 
to our emancipation from the control 
which foreigners have so long exer- 
cised over the opportunities, the routes 
and the methods of our commerce with 
other countries. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has been reorganized to enable it to 
perform its great and important func- 
tions more promptly and more efficient- 
ly. We have created, extended and im- 
proved the service of the parcels post. 

So much we have done for business. 
What other party has understood the 
task so well or executed it so intelli- 
gently and energetically? What other 
party has attempted It at all? The Re- 
publican leaders, apparently, know of 
no means of assisting business but 
"protection."

A Record of Failure.

Its prosperity, were without standing 
In the matter of commercial credit, 
without protection of standards in 
their market transactions and without 
systematic knowledge of the markets

Farmers Have Been 

For the farmers of the country we 
have virtually created commercial 
credit by means of the federal reserve 
act and the rural credits act. They 
now have the standing of other busi- 
ness men in the money market. We 
have successfully regulated speculation 
in "futures" and established standards 
iu the marketing of grains. By an in 
telligent warehouse act we have assist- 
ed to make the standard crops availa- 
ble as never before both for systematic 
marketing and as a security for loans 
from the banks. We have greatly 
added to the work of neighborhood 
demonstration on the farm itself of 
improved methods of cultivation and, 
through the intelligent extension of the 
functions of the department of agricul- 
ture, have made it possible for the 
farmer to learn systematically where 
his best markets are aud how to get at 
them. 

The workingmen of America have 
been given a veritable emancipation 
by the legal recognition of a man's la- 
bor as part of his life and not a mere 
marketable commodity, by exempting 
labor organizations from processes of 
the courts which treated their mem- 
bers like fractional part* of mobs and 
not like accessible and responsible in- 
dividuals, by releasing our seamen 
from involuntary servitude, by making 
adequate provision for compensation 
for industrial accidents, by providing 
suitable machinery for mediation and 
conciliation in industrial disputes and 
by putting the federal department of 
labor at the disposal of the working- 
man when in search of work. 

We have effected the emancipation 
of the children of the country by re- 
leasing them from hurtful labor. We 
have instituted a system of national 
aid in the building of highroads such 
as the country has been feeling after 
for a century. We have sought to 
equalize taxation by means of an equi- 
table income tax. We have taken the 
steps that ought to have been taken at 
the outset to open up the resources of 
Alaska. We have provided for na- 
tional defense upon a scale never, be- 
fore seriously proposed upon the re 



ty. We hare driven the tarifT lobby 
from cover and obliged it to substi- 
tute solid argument for private influ- 
ence. 

This extraordinary recital must 
sound like a platform, a list of -san- 
guine promises, but it is not. It is a 
record of promises made four years 
ago and now actually redeemed in con- 
structive legislation. 

These things must profoundly disturb 
the thoughts aud confound the plans of 
those who have made themselves be- 
lieve that the Democratic party neither 
understood nor was ready to assist the 
business of the country in the great 
enterprises which it is its evident and 
inevitable destiny to undertake aud 
carry through. The breaking up of the 
lobby must especially disconcert them, 
for it was through the lobby that they 
sought and were sure they had found 
the heart of things.

Fought by the Interests. 

This record must equally astonish 
those who feared that the Democratic 
party had not opened its heart to com- 
prehend the demands of social justice.

There is one circumstance connected 
with this program which ought to be 
very plainly stated.

keej) under their eye and direction; but. 
while the "big men" who used to write 
the tariffs and command the assistance 
of the treasury have been hostile— all 
but a few with vision— the average 
business man knows that he has been 
delivered and that the fear that was 
once every day in his heart that the 
men who controlled credit and directed 
enterprise from the committee room's of 
congress would crush him, is there no 
more and will not return, unless the 
party that consulted only the "big 
men" should return to power— the par- 
ty of masterly inactivity and cunning 
resourcefulness in standing pat to re- 
sist change. 

The Republican party is Just the par 
ty that cannot meet the new conditions 
of a new age. It does not know the 
way, and it does not wish new con- 
ditions. It tried to break away from 
the old leaders and could not. They 
still select its candidates and dictate 
its policy, still resist chauge, still 
banker after the old conditions, still 
know no methods of encouraging busi- 
ness but the old methods. When it 
changes its leaders and its purposes 
and brings its ideas up to date it will 
have the right to ask the American 
people to give it power again, but not 
until then. A new age, an age of 
revolutionary change, needs new pur- 
poses and new ideas. 

In foreign affairs we have been guid- 
ed by principles clearly conceived and 
consistently lived up to. Perhaps they 
have not been fully comprehended be- 
cause they have hitherto governed in- 
ternational affairs only in theory, not 
in practice. They are simple, obvious, 
easily stated and fundamental to 
American ideals. 

We have been neutral not only be- 
cause it was the fixed and traditional 
policy of the United States to stand 
aloof from the politics of Europe and 
because we had had no part either of 
action or of policy in the influences 
which brought on the present war, but 
also because it was manifestly our 
duty to prevent, if it were possible, 
the indefinite extension of the fires of 
hate and desolation kindled by that 
terrible conflict and seek to serve man- 
kind by reserving our strength and 
our resources for the anxious and diffi- 
cult days of restoration aud healing 
which must follow, when peace will 
have to build its house anew. 

American Citizen, Above All. 
The rights of our own citizens, of 
course, became involved; that was in- 
evitable. Where they did this was our 
guiding principle— that property rights 
can be vindicated by claims for dam- 
ages when the war is over, and no 
modern nation can decline to arbitrate 
such claims, but the fundamental 
rights of humanity cannot be. The 
loss of life is irreparable. Neither can 
direct violations of a nation's sover- 
eignty await vindication in suits for 
damages. The nation that violates 
these essential rights must expect to 
be checked and called to account by 
direct challenge and resistance. It at 
once makes the quarrel in part our 
own. These are plain principles, and 
we have never lost sight of them or 
departed from them, whatever the 
stress or the perplexity of circum- 
stance or the provocation to hasty re- 
sentment. The record is clear and con- 
sistent throughout and stands distinct 
and definite for any one to judge who 
wishes to know the truth about it
